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Abstract 


The invention relates to an improved case for holding a 
compact disc (CD), and more specifically to a tray to easily pull 
out CD from the case by improving the structure of the tray in the 
case. 

A tray for compact disk case having a depression formed in a 
case body, cutout parts each formed on right and left sides "of th6 
body, and a plurality of resilient arms -in the middle of the 
depression, said tray comprising: a connecting part connecting each 
opposite end of the resilient arms, and working pieces formed to be 
long in each two or four opposed resilient arms by cutting out a 
part of the body, so that when a pressure is applied to the 
connecting part, the compact disk seated on the depression is 
pushed up by lifting a working piece about a working point bent in 
a lower part between a resilient arm and a working piece. 


What is claimed is: 


1. A tray for compact disk case having a depression 9 formed 
in a body 13, cutout parts 12 each formed on right and left sides 
of the body 13, a plurality of resilient arms 11 in the middle of 
the depression 9, said tray comprising: 

a connecting part 14 connecting each end of the rsilient arms 

11; 

working pieces 15 formed to be long in each two opposed 
resilient arms 11 by cutting out the body 13; and 

an operating point 16 formed between resilient arms 11 and 
working pieces 15, protruding to the lower part and forming an arch 
portion, 

2. A tray according to claim 1, wherein the connecting part 14 
is flexible and thin, so easily bent by pressing with fingers and 
return to its original state when removing the pressure applied 
thereto . 

3. A tray according to claim 1, wherein the working pieces 15 
are formed to be long around the four resilient arms 11 disposed 
oppositely with respect to each other. 

4. A tray accoring to claim 1, wherein the operating point 16 
is formed curved to the lower part between the connecting part 14 
and the working pieces 15, and serves as a power point when the 
connecting part 14 is bent.
